DEMORALIZED FORCE PASSES

NEW-CHWANG, June 13.—Information 
was received here late last night through 
heretofore relMable channels that part of 
the Japanese force left at Pu-Lan-Tien to 
checkmate the Russians’ southward 
movement to relieve Port Arthur was 
attacked southeast of Shungnmaoysa. 

After slight fighting the Japanese 
made a false retreat, the Russians hot- 
ly following them, when the Japanese 
made a flank movement, catching the 
Russians in a trap. 

The Russian losses are placed at 800 
men. They then fell back on Kai-Chous 
and began to retreat along the Baimat- 
gu-Teaichou road. 

Abont 2000 Russian infantry from 
Kai-Chou passed through New-Chwang 
this morning, accompanied by a large 
supply and hospital train. Several carts 
contained bandaged men. The troops 
appenred to be fagged out and showed

Charles Moore of Arkansas Is Arrest- 
ed on Island in River With 
All Necessary Tools. 


It is expected that a warrant, charging 
the manufacture of counterfeit money and 
the possession of counterfeiters’ tools will 
be issued against Charles Moore, who was 
arrested by a deputy constable on Mayers’ 
Island in the Missouri river, a short dis- 
tance below St. Charles, Mo., Sunday af- 
ternoon. 

Moore denies that he is a counterfetter, 
as he says his preliminary experiments 
had not been completed. But he admits 
that he went to the island and took with 
him acids, plaster of paris and other ma- 
terial for the express purpose of starting 
up a counterfeiting plant. 

“T @idn’t have time to get it in operation 
before I was arrested,” he saki to the Post- 


Dispatch while in the Clayton jail Monday. 
“Tl had $13.55 in good money in my pocket 
when I was arrested, and the constable 
took that.”’ 

A secret service operative who went .to 
Clayton Monday spent several hours try- 
ing to find the constable who made the ar- 
rest and who is said to have failed to turn 
the supposed counterfeit money in with 
the counterfeiting material, but did not 
find him.

IN PEACE AND WAR.’ 

Some statislics pf battle and railway fatalities read by Mr. 
Corroll D. Wright at Bryn Mawr last week are suzgestive of 
humanitarian effort. 

During the three years ending June 30, 1900, 21,847 persons 
were killed on American railways. During the three-year South 
African ‘war the British Jost in killed and by disease, 22,000, 
not 200 more than were killed in the peaceful pursuit of trans- 
portation in America. 

Again: During the year ending June 30, 1902, 8588 persons 
were killed on the steam roads and 64,662 seriously injured, 
the total casualties being 73,250. On American street railways 
during the same year 1218 persons were killed and 47,429 in- 
jured, making a total of 48,647. Adding the two it appears that 
9806 persons were killed on all railways and 112,001 injured; 
a total of 121,897. At the battle of Waterloo the total loss of 
the two armies, killed, wounded and missing, were about 50,000, 
At Gettysburg the losses were again about 60,000. So the 
loases of these two terrible battles did not equal in number 
the killed and wounded on American railways in one year. 

. In war the horrors are bulked and become a general sorrow. 
But is that sorrow more widespread or deeper than the scattered 
griefs of mothers and wives whom railway accidents bereave 
(Of gous and husbands? They have not the pride of heroism 
to wonsole them, although there is just as much heroism in 
peace as in war. And who can measure the public loss due 
tg tarecrs cut short, careers which promise usefulness te society. 

There is humanitarian work to be done. The skill of the in- 
ventor must be taxed to supply life saving devices. But above 
all the epirit of kindness must be invoked to compel the utmost 
care in the conduct of hazardous businesses.
